The following statement was is- 
sued recently by Charles E. Hayles, 
President of the North-West Grain

“Line country elevator companies 
are actively supporting the demands 
of the western committee on markets 
and agricultural readjustment for:

(c) The granting of subsidiary as- 
sistance to coarse grains farmers and 
to farmers who may be affected by 
drought or other forms of crop fail- 
ure.

ern conditions and is lending all pos- 
sible assistance in an effort to find a 
solution for the serious problems

On motion by Councillor Billing 
Lots 4 and 6 in Block 4, Plan 6445V, 
was leased to Mr. Roland Wilkins at 
a monthly rental of $5.00. 

On motion by Councillor Lissimore, 
council gave, assent tothe introduc- 
tion of a By-law to provide for the 
appointment of a returning officer for 
the purpose of conducting an election 
of a councillor for the Town of Wain- 
wright to fill the unexpired term of 
Mr. Herbert Cameron Link, resigned. 

By-law Number 245 was then intro- 
duced, appointing N. S. Kenny re- 
turning officer for the said purpose 
and appointing Thursday, March 16th 
next, for. the. holding. of. nominations 
in the council chamber from 11 o'clock 
in the forenoon until 12 o’clock noon, 
the election, if necessary, to be held 
in the said council chamber on Thurs- 
day, March 23rd next, from 10 o’clock 
in the forenoon until 7 o’clock in the 
afternoon of the same day. This By- 
law was then givén its three readings 
the third reading being given by un- 
animous consent, and the Mayor and 
sign 
this By-law and to attach thereto 
the Corporate Seal of the Town 6t 
Wainwright. 

The financial statement for the 
month of February was presented to 
council .by the Secretary-Treasurer 
and, on motion by Councillor Lissi- 
more, was received and accepted and 
incorporated in the proceedings of 
this meeting.

utility in the Town of Hanna. 

On motion by Councillor Robinson, 
the Fire, Light and Utilities Commit- 
tee were authorized to investigate the 
proposition submitted by the Calgary 
Power Company, Limited, regarding 
the optional commercial rate and the 
increase of street lighting wattage 
and that they report thereon at the 
next meeting of council with their 
recommendations. 

On motion, Council was regularly 
adjourned.

Implement Prices 
Target of Attack 


With the annual sessions of the leg- 
islature, the farm implement industry 
is again the target of criticism. 

The commonest charges are that 
prices of implements are out of line 
with prices of agricultural produce; 
that implement companies are harsh 
in their collection methods; and that 
in any event a combine exists to keep 
prices high. 

Dissatisfied with low prices for 
grain it may be natural for farmers 
to attack the implement companies. 
jut in the light of higher production 
costs, increased cost of materials, la- 
|bor and overhead, is the price of farm 
| implements as high as it is claimed? 
Is it as high relatively as for many 
other commodities? Is it a fair crj- 
terion to compare prices of farm ma- 
chines 20 years ago and the prices 
today? And does the farmer, as is 
so often said, pay out more for ma- 
ehinery than for anything else he 
purchases ? 

These are questions which might be 
answered by a frank discussion of 
present conditions between the men 
who sell and the men who are their 
customers. One of them may be an-

James W. Robertson, 
then Commissioner of Agriculture for 
the Dominion Government, thought 
that Canada’s crops could be improved 
and so he donated $100.00 out of his 
own pocket, to encourage boys to 
pick out for seed the best heads of 
wheat and oats from the crops grow- 
ing on their fathers’ farms.

Sweet Peas 

Sweet peas must be planted early. 
This plant develops its extensive root 
growth and upper vine structure when 
weather is cool. If it does not get! 
its feet well down into the soil then, | 
when the days turn hot, it is liable | 
to wither and cease furnishing its | 
daily quota of color and fragrance. 


Planting directions are simple but 
important.

When Upton Sinclair ran for gov- 
ernor of California The Epic News 
was placed weekly on my doorstep

had not seen its value. 

History is full of similar instances 
‘of documents lost to posterity because 
\they were numerous and commonplace 
_The poster announcing the death of 
| Napoleon on St. Helena, which at the 
time decorated every taproom and 
{tavern in England, is today almost 
‘nonexistent. There is but one authen- 
‘ticated copy to my knowledge. Less 
than 20 years ago the world was pla- 
stered with world war posters. They 
were an integral part of the war, 
helping to recruit armies, raise funds 
and conserve foods, yet only one per- 
son—an army officer—took the pains 
to save them. His collection embrac- 
es over 3,000 posters of all lands. 


Few can afford to collect Guten- 
burgs and Rembrandts, Ming porcel- 
ain and medieval armor. But the av- 
erage person in the course of his bus- 
iness and private life throws away 
enough material to form important 
and valuable collections. Tomorrow’s 
great items are.now being discarded 
for lack of imagination and judgment. 

There is nothing to be gained, how- 
ever, by following the obnoxious fads 
of hoarding match books, celebrity 
autographs, cigar bands, animal fig- 
ures and souvenir spoons. To be de- 
sired in the future, things must record 
‘or illustrate some historic, scientific, 
| political or artistic aspect of our own 
, time. 

For instance, an insurance man in 
Los Angeles has all the bulletins and 
| reports issued by the N.R.A., the 
R.F.C., and similar governmental ag- 
encies, forming a catalogued history 
of the administration’s efforts . to 
overcome the depression. 


The Epic, News is primarily valued 
‘because of the revolution political 
| thought is undergoing. With it may 
‘be ranked the literature of Huey 
‘Long’s Share-the-Wealth movement. 
Every manuscript and booklet of 
|Long’s will have a definite value by 
the time children now in grade school | 
are preparing their Ph.D. theses on 
\“The Depression of the Thirties and 
Its Effect on Political Trends.” 

The decidedly ephemeral nature 
of his publications, the contempt in 
which his ideas were held by the 
| people who usually preserve pham- 
‘phlets, will contribute to the rarity 
Huey Long’s items and add to 


their 1960 prices. 

The ideal collection is one that not 
only promises to be of intrinsic value 
but grows out of your daily interests 
Gladys Swarthout has a collection of 
opera costume photographs, import- 
ant in its comprehensiveness. One 
man specializes in dime novels. Now 
he has over 5,000, and most of them 
are as rare as dinosaurs. Andre Ber- 
anger, a motion picture actor since’ 
1912, has more than 250,000 feet of. 
motion picture film dating from the 
French Pathe Company’s production 
of Les Miserables and including the 
first. slapstick comedies. An _ auto- 
mobile dealer of my acquaintance be- 
gan a dozen years ago to collect the 
literature of one make of automobile 
|His opportunity is open to everyone 
| interested. There will always be use 
,for the literature of the automobile. 
What of the Scripps-Booth, the 
Brush, the Liberty, the Stearns- 
Knight, the Apperson, and other 
favorites of the past days? 

Just as early timetables of the 
\Erie, first railroad to reach the 
Great Lakes from Atlantic seaboard, 
are sought eagerly today, so will the 
timetables and literature of bus and 
air lines bring a great price in the 
future. It was in 1919 that the first 
timetables for air lines were publish- 
made an earnest attempt to arrange 

a flight from Los Angeles to Phil- 
adelphia and found that he would 
have to give six week’s notice, put 
up about $5000 and still have no 
guarantee of getting there in two 
days. Schedules, new stories, adver- 
tisements, pamphlets marking the 
progress of the industry from such 
beginnings to the not far distant 
future when Manila will be three 
days from San Francisco, and Lon- 
don 15 or 20 hours from New York 
are decidedly worth saving. 

An American judge this fall held 
that a buyer of television apparatus 
had, at this stage, no legal right to 
expect it to operate well. This fact 
suggests an exceedingly important 
collection. News stories, advertise- 
ments, phamphlets, articles in tech- 
nical magazines, daily columns on 
television are bound to follow. Soon 
it will appear as commonplace as 
radio does today, and the story of its 
beginnings be as obscure. 

The demoded radio sets of a doz- 
en years ago are still to be purchas- 
ed at little expense. Who has_ the 
complete story of the American re- 
ujceiving apparatys itself? Science is 
changing the world about us, rapidly

from any dealer in rarities. His first 
exposition in book form, published in 
1917, would bring twice that. 

Education offers much to the coll- 
ector. Two grade school teachers 
have this. year borowed the American 
history textbook I kept from my 
youth complaining that those now in 

use contain no dates. If I had kept a 
complete course of the books I had 
used, from my first speller on, I 
would have not only a history of my 
own schooling but that of the child- 
ren of my time, and it would be cor- 
respondingly valuable. That opport- 
tunity is open to every parent and 
schoolteacher. 

Art gallery catalogues, circus pro- 
grammes, tickets. to historic occas- 
ions, telegraph blanks, tickets to 
broadcasts, stock and bond prospect- 
uses, mail-order catalogues, motion 
pleture premiere programmes, ‘ellu- 
loid lapel buttons (probably every pol- 
itical campaign since Lincoln’s has 
made use of them), sales-tax tokens 
and similar ephemeral currency, 
Little Theatre plays, magazines, pro- 
grammes and literature—all of these 
occurring to me as rapidly as I can 
write them down, may be _ things 
worth saving. I have seen banquet 
bills-of-fare less than fifty years old 
offering 12 varieties of game, a fact 
of value to the historian of a period 
unobtainable if someone had not sav- 
ed the trivia of his time. 

The Purple Cow, that immortal quat- 
rain from The Lark, a house organ 
of a San Francisco book-shop, which 
was written and edited by Gelett Bur- 
gess, is essential to any complete coll- 
ection of American poetry; but don’t 
give your book seller an order unless 
you have at least $50 to spend. 

Fugitive magazines and newspap- 
ers are a gamble. No one could have 
forecast that a file of the Southern 
Messenger, edited by Edgar Allan 
Poe, would bring many times all the 
money he earned in his life. Few 
copies of the newspapers of the days 
of “49 were preserved. A file of the 
first few years of The Alta Califor- 
nian, started in 1849, would bring 
$10,000. A file of the Virginia City 
Enterprise from 1866 to 1872, with 
many gaps, bought $4000. The fact 
that Mark Twain wrote for the pap- 
er during those years helped make 
the file important. 

Any librarian will certify that the 
file of city and telephone directories 
is one of the useful parts of. a refer- 
ence collection. If he has them comp- 
lete I'll bet the earliest numbers are 
in a locked case. 

Anyone with a camera and an en-- 
thusiasm for photography can 
get together a pictorial record of the 
growth of his home town that mus- 
eums, historical societies, newspapers 
and universities will want in the fut- 
ure. A systematic real estate man; 
could find pride and profit in the co- 
Nection of maps, sub-division ann- 
ouncements, street guides, literature 
pertaining to new industries and of- 


|fice buildings, new theatres and stores 


—all of the agencies which contribute 
to the transformation of a city. 


Once I bought a folding map of the 
Overland Trail of '49 for $25 and then 
after discovering that it was the only 
one left in existence, sold it to a de- 
lighted customer for $750. It was 
only 25 years ago that the first auto- 
mobile crossed from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic, to be greeted by President 
Taft. Highways have transformed 
the country since then. Anyone who 
gathers systematically, year after 
year, the road maps which record the 
penetration of new areas, the changes 
in routing, will have done service and 
will profit. 

In every case the possibility of fu- 
ture value will depend greatly upon 
how carefully kept and complete the 
collections are. Original condition is 
very important. Do not rebind, 
frame, paste in albums or cut into 
pieces. My grief is still bitter for 
the two long Lincoln letters which 
some autograph enthusiast threw 
away after cutting off their signa- 
tures. Keep things complete. If 
anything is worth saving at all it 
merits good care. 

In the last analysis one’s own judg- 
ment and intelligence make the dif- 
ference between a worthless magpie 
hodgepodge and a really valuable 
group of items. All about you are 
challenges to be a well-repaid curator 
of the future. It is an entertaining 
and fascinating challenge to accept.

“Nobody is going to overturn the world,” I concluded, “unless he 
is able to make his ideas understandable even to a little child.

Y care not whether it be medicine, theology, science or what, he can make a 
talk that will fascinate a kindergarten.” 

John Bunyan explained to his readers that he might have adopted 
a “stile’ much more fancy but he wanted his book to be read by com- 
mon people everywhere.: He has his wish: “Pilgrim's Progress” will live 
as long as anything in our language. 
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“Your problem is personnel,” I said to the banker. “How are you 
solving it?”

Those institutions will win 
out which are headed by men of broad human sympathies; men who 
can see the other man’s point of view because they have shared the 
other man’s daily life.
